To the credit of the 
Italian cruiser Aquila there is a gal- 
lant fight with Austrian destroyers, 


Aquila held her own by straight 
shooting until reinforcements came 
up. In the tally of submarines sunk 
Italy has had a decided advantage. 
[At the same time, Austrian enterprise 
has taken toll of ships of the Italian 
Navy. 

Today there are American and Jap- 
anese as well as British and French 
patrols in the Mediterranean, and, of 


course, the French and British squad- 


rons are strong in gun power. But 
the right kind of co-ordination there 
is not. Some fine work has been 
done by British monitors in defending 
Venice. It may be impossible to 
force German mine fields in the North 
Sea; but there is a growing convic- 
tion that a smashing blow could be 
struck by the allied fleets under the 
right leadership in the Adriatic.

THE MOUNTAIN AND THE MOUSE. 
Mayor MITCHEL accepted the cuts, 
amounting ostensibly to $1,854,004, 
made by the Board of Aldermen in the 
budget ef 1918. Tammany will be in 
power on Jan. 1. Let it have its way. 
But let us see what its reductions 
amount to. One of them is of $800,000 
in the contingency fund for labor. 
This is not a reduction of appropria- 
tions, but of reserves. It saves not @ 
cent to the taxpayer. The reduction 
of the item for national defense emer- 
gency fund by $150,000 is on the same 
footing. Here is an emergency re- 
serve. If the emergency arises; Tam- 
many will have to provide for it. The 
reserve for contingencies in the Bu- 
reau of Estimate is reduced by $50,- 
000. Here again nothing is saved. 
Contingencies that arise will have to 
be met. Tammany will have to raise 
the money. 

There goes a round million of Tam- 
many economies—$800,000 plus $150,- 
000 plus $50,000—none of which had 
deen appropriated for certain use. In 
the Law Department there is a reduc- 
tion in the appropriation for “ services 
of experts.” Experts will continue to 
be required by the courts in condemna- 
tion proceedings to which the city is a 
party, and the city will have to pay 
for them. The cost of these services 
varies. In changing the ‘appropria- 
tion from $60,000 to $5,000, the Board 
of Aldermen simply had its little joke 
on the part of the public that loves to 
be gulled. 

The reduction in the Police Depart- 
ment appropriations was $200,400. Of. 
this $156,000 was for Sergeants, 
„ (new.) 80 at 51.950 Here is a 
characteristic Tammany performance. 
The new Sergeants were needed for 
the good of the force. There were too 
many patrolmen in proportion to the 
existing number of Sergeants. Not 
the least curious part of the Board of 
Aldermen's course in the matter is 
that twenty-five of the “new” Ser- 
geants have been appointed during the 
present year and are in service.

The main reduction in the appropria- 
‘tions for the Department of Education 
is $265,687, the allowance for new 
teachers.

Fine Collections of the Late George 
A. Hearn to be Sold, 


The American Art Association an- 
nounces that it will sell in its 
auction rooms, probably early in 1918, 
the collections of the late George A. 
Hearn, which include nearly five hun- 
dred paintings of various schools, a 
large number of ivory carvings, and 
other art property. As already is known, 
Mr. Hearn gave outright to the Metro- 
politan Museum over one hundred paint- 
ings now in the museum galleries, and 
‘also provided a fund of $250,000 the in- 
come of Which is to be used for the 
purchase of paintings by American 
artists. The forthcoming sale is ar- 
ranged in accordance with a provision 
of the will of Mr. Hearn. 

In spite of the-liberal gifts made dur - 
ing Mr. Hearn's lifetime, the magni- 
tude of his collections is such that it 
will take ten sessions to dispose of them, 
the paintings alone requiring five ses- 
sions, which will be held in the evening 
at the Plaza Hotel. The American 
paintings number 175, and the English 
pictures are néarly as many, the list in- 
cluding many of the foremost names. 
The Italian, Dutch, Flemish, and Span- 
ish sections are smaller; there are sev- 
eral old masters of the French school, 
and there are over a hundred works 
by the Barbizon and contemporaneous 
French painters.

ROCKEFELLER, JR. 


Finds.in His Views on Baptism 
a2 Desire to Establish a 
Religious Trust. 


PASTOR'S POISON, HE SAYS. 


Characterizes Doctrine Preached by 
‘Rev. Mr. Woelfkin as: “Jelly- 
fish Christianity.” 


The assertion of John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., that baptism by immersion is not a 
necessary qualification for membership 
in the Baptist Church does not meet 
with unanimous favor among members 
of Mr. Rockefeller’s church. The Rev. 
G. W. McPherson, evangelist, whose 
work is known here and in the South, 
charged yesterday that Mr. Rockefeller 
wants to establish a religious trust. 

Mr. McPherson aiso said that it was 
just such a to all religion as 
that brought out by Mr. Rockefeller 
that caused the Germans to regard the 
truth lightly and brought on the war. 
He painted a picture of Mr. Rockefeller 
looming large in the Billy Sunday cam- 
Paign and paying the bills, but at the 
same time saying that he did not be- 
‘lieve Sunday’s theology, but liked the 
ethical results of his work. 

Never mind for the moment Baptist 
belief concerning ‘forms of baptism. The 
question is whether we are to tolerate 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., even with his 
wealth, and allow him to stay in a Bap- 
tist church in good standing, when he 
denies the fundamental doctrines of the 
Christian faith—an inspired and infalli- 
ble Bible, the substitutionary atonement 
of Jesus Christ, the resurrection, and 
the second coming of Christ in bodily 
form. 

John D., Jr., was poisoned in his re- 
ligious belief by pastors of the Fifth 
Avenue Baptist Church in this city. 
Among the pastors were the Rev. Dr. J. 
H. Johnston, an evolutionist, and the 
Rev. Dr. C. F. Aked, a new theology 
apostate. Both of these men have 
dropped out of the Christian ministry, or 
practically so, Churches don't want 
them. Johnston tried litics on Wash- 
ington Heights and failed by being beat- 
en, and ed is busted to such extent 
that churches are not seeking him as 
pastor. The fruits of the poison of false 
theology of these men are seen in the 
utterances of the younger Rockefeller, 
1 repeat that I wish to say nothing 
unchristian. of any man, certainly not of 
the Rockefellers, for whose benefactions 
and labors for enlisted men I entertain 
sincere admiration. -But the matter is 
not giving of money. It is not ethics 
alone. It is sound faith and American 
patriotism. Besides, we must beware 
of young men with hobbies. Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s hobby is the trust. It is the 
thing in religion he wants that made 
his father rich in oil. It is argued there 
should be a trust in Protestant Chris- 
tianity, at the expense, if need be, of 
the destruction of some of the most cher- 
ished and vital doctrines of the Chris- 
tian faith. My advice to Mr. Rocke- 
feller is, instead of trying to break 
down the Baptist denomination, to get 
out of it and go to the liberal church, 
where he belongs. 

The present Rockefeller pastor, — 
Rev. Dr. Cornelius Woelfkin, is 
amiable, Christian gentleman. yet 
too, so far as I can learn, has yet he,
